Is this all that British statesmen have to offer as a solu 
tion of the difficulty—all that this country, with its Canadian 
and South African pacifications, can think of ? Ts the British 
sdministrative aptitude bankrupt? And what must be the effect cf 
such a humiliating confession on Britain's prestige in the world ? 
lhe Jews, in any case, feel no despair. They are not feebly throw- 
ing up the sponge. Having been forced to accept halfa National 
Home, they are in no mood for a quarter of a home! They do 
not want, and will not be fobbed off with,a poor, maimed, 
truncated Palestine. totally out of relation to their needs. To 
that miserable compass their hopes have not yet shrunk, and, 
piease God, never will! 

What, indeed, does any one of the Parties stand to gain 
from Partition? The Jews are to have a fraction of a home, 
Which is not even to include Jerusalem, with its predominant 
Jewish population—Zionism without Zion, as it has been 
aptly called. The Arabs are to abandon their demands for 


an all-Arab Palestine, demands to which they have stubbornly 
held and still “hold. 


Does Partition promise peace for the 
eountry ? 


With thé inevitable inclusion of Arabs in the Jewish 
region, and vice versa, and with each people clinging tenaciously 
to its owif aspirations, what will be brought to Palestine will be 
not an olive branch but a sword. Across the frontier the two 
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communities will glare at one another, and unrest and disturb 
ances will weigh heavily on both. The Arabs, especially, having 
extorted, by violence, from the palsied hands of the authorities, 
the expulsion of the Jews from one-half of the country, will be 
enormously encouraged to persevere with their successful tactics 
until perhaps the last Jew has gone from the ancestral soil. 
And, in the result, so far from having solved the problem of 
Palestinian peace. Britain will be back where it now is, but 
faced by the problem in acuter and more tormenting form, 
Nor is even that the end of the matter, for 
interests are vitally at stake.

On Wednesday last the Jewish Religious Education Board held 
a Dinner in aid-of its triennial appeal, and a 
OUR GREATEST report of the proceedings will be found in 
CAUSE another column, The fact that the President 
of the Board of Education was the principal! 
guest of honour at this function testifies to the deep interest fel! 
by non-Jews in the Board's work. The question now is 
whether the Jews feel the same concern for the Board's 
success. On a number of occasions recently we have striven 
to bring home to the communal conscience the serious state 
of Jewish religious education in this country and the grave 
consequences which must follow persistent neglect—consequences 
affecting not only our religious well-being, but our civic 
repute and welfare. If our own words and those of our 
educational and religious authorities have fallen on deaf ears. 
then so much the worse for the Community. We refuse to 
believe, however, in such a negative result, and cling to the 
conviction that English Jews are not blindly indifferent to their 
own future. For this reason we are confident that the £15,000 
which the Board is asking for in order to be able to carry on for 
another three years will be readily given. It is utterly wrong and 
inconsiderate that the labours of the Board should be disturbed by 
the necessity of constantly begging for funds! That necessity. 
however, exists, and we would emphasise that the distinguished 
gathering on Wednesday evening met only to inaugurate the 
collection. The appeal has now to be subscribed. For the good 
name of the Community we must hdpe that it will be subscribed 
in full. 


We should be failing in our duty if we did not add our 
voice to the chorus of execration and horror 
THE HOLOCAUST which the destruction of Guernica, the spiritual! 
OF GUERNICA centre of the Basques, hasevoked. The annals 
of warfare surely offer no parallel in utter 
savagery to this attack, in which an open town far behind the lines 
was “slowly and systematically pounded to pieces,” women and 
children were roasted alive, and a historic. settlement was turned 
into a blazing charnel house—all of it to gain’ no military 
objective but to cast terror into the hearts of the civil population. 
it is strenuously, though not convincingly, denied that this crime was 
perpetrated by men from the half-atheistic Reich, sent to help in a 
supposed war for the restoration of Christianity in Spain. Respon.- 
sibility is also disclaimed by the insurgents themselves. But it 
only adds to fhe horror of the episode when devastation can 
sweep down suddenly upon a town and no one can say by 
whose agency it was wrought. Whoever the guilty party may 
be, however, this ghastly incident in a ruthless war 
cries aloud for world-wide reprobation. It is a grim reflection 
upon the modern mentality, and makes one wonder if all the talk 
of progress is not a delusion and a snare. The lights have not only 
gone out over Europe, but seemingly will never be rekindled. If 
fumbling statesmanship is powerless, cannot the better minds 
among the nations unite in a determined effort to end this Spanish 
tragedy ? Can nothing be done, nothing °?

“The Melting Pot”

if is close on twenty years since [srae! Zangwill produced his great 

play, “ The Melting Pot '—the description which he gave to the 
United States of America. He produced it, appropriately enough, in 
Washington, and its first performance was attended by the President 
Roosevelt of those days, who applauded it greatly... To-day, another 
Roosevelt rules at the White House, and it is interesting, in the 
light of the three articles recently contributed to Tue Jewist 
CHRONICLE on the subject of “ Jewry in the U.S.A.,”’ to see what has 
happened in the interval. Eighteen or nineteen years may not be 
much of a period in the life of a nation, but it may hold much of 
significance in the life of a Community. What, then, has happened 
to the American Jews in the period from Roosevelt to Roosevelt, 
and what, in particular, has happened to Zangwill’s vision, as 
unfolded in his play? 


HAT yision is given us ina speech of the young Jewish hero 

of the play,. David, who love with the non-Jewish 
Kussian girl, Vera, and subsequently marries her: 

understand!’ David exclaims. ‘“‘ Not understand that 

America is God's cracible —the great melting-pot, where all the races 

of kurope are fusing and forming. Here you stand, good folk, think I, 

when I see them at Ellis Island; here you stand in your fifty groups 

with your fifty. languages and your histories, and your fifty blood 
hatreds and rivalries. But you won't be long like that, brothers, for 
these are the fires of God you have come to-—these are the fires of 

God, <A fig for your feuds and vendettas! Germans and Frenchmen, 

Irishmen and Englishmen, Jews and Kussians—into the crucible with 

you all! God is making the American!’ 

A vision, it will be seen, of the melting of racial differences. 
and the blending of all the peoples of the great Transatlantic 
Republic into a new entity—theAmerican human. What has 
become of'that vision’ Just before Zangwill went to America 
for the first performance of his play, he confided to an interviewer 
from this paper that it naturally dealt very sympathetical!y with the 
Jewish side of the fusion problem in America because social anti. 
Semitism was raging more furiously in that conntry than ever 
before. Has social anti-Semitism abated? Havethe “ fires of God” 
burnt away “blood hatreds and rivalries*”?: Alas, no—so far, at 
any rate, as the Jew is concerned! (Cod may have made Adam in a 
single day, but eighteen years have not sufficed for the creation of 
Israel Zangwill's American.”

CHRONICLE articles to which | have referred, and which 
flatly contradict the recent statement of the Socialist candidate at 
the last Presidential Election (Mr. Norman Thomas), that‘American 
nuti-Semitism existed in only a few isolated ‘groups; and perhaps 
also the still more recent statement of Prince Lowenstein, in these 
columns, that anti-Semitism was no more in evidence in America 
than was anti-Catholic feeling in certain parts of the States. 
The facts are notorious. As a general rule, says THE JEWIsH 
CHRONICLE correspondent, no Jew is allowed in the American 
club, and the same spirit of exclusion permeates the whole of 
American life—exclusion of Jews from elegant apartment houses, 
from fashionable housing estates and from hotels, to say nothing of 
the virtual numerus clausus existing in many of the Universities, 
and the considerable discrimination against Jews seeking employ: 
ment. Social anti-Semitism has developed to such a point that 
“ social intercourse of the intimate sort. which is commonplace in 
England, is there (in America) frowned upon by both sides.” In 
fact, so far are the vendettas and rivalries from being fused in the 
crucible that “it is generally realised that the old Assimilationist 
philosopby is bankrupt"! 


ET me say that I am not quoting these facts merely in order 

to prove the illustrious Zangwill a false prophet. Idealism, 

we know, is prone to take wings and to assume too much 
—Witness the optimism of the framers of the League Covenant 
nud the Kellogg Pact. I am only concerned to set out the situation 
as it exists to-day, and that situation is of enormous significance 
for all of us Jews. In the last half-century, a great change has 
come over the geographical distribution of world-Jewry: ‘There has 
been a great shifting of Jewish population from the war-racked and 
persecution-ridden East to the free and. progressive West, so that 
United States Jewry now numbers some four-and-a-half million souls. 
Because of this process, it has been believed that the centre of 
gravity of Jewish life has shifted westward, and that conviction 
has been strengthened by te decay of Polish Jewry and the threats 
to the racial cohesion and religious loyalty of their Russian co- 
religionists. In a word, the hegemony of te Jewish people is said 
to have passed to American Jewry or rather to the Jewries of 
America and Britain. “Yet, today, we see that the major factor in 
this combination is not only itself beset with the racial difficulty,

but is so distraught with other problems of its own that one is 


driven to wonder what sort of leadership it is offering or can offer 
to the rest of the race. 


HAT leadership is being given in the religious world that 
other Jewries would care to accept? From the religious 
point of view, we are told, the overwhelming majority of American 
Jewry is completely unaffiliated and detached. The Covenant of 
Abraham is universally (or almost universally) observed, but little 
more. It is computed that some sixty per cent. of the Jewish 
children in the country receive no sort of Jewish education what. 
soever-—- not even the formal absurdity of training for the 
sarmitzvab.' There are some other Jewish organisations 
which are strong;, but none takes the place of the Synagogue 
and manages [fo touch. the majority of American Jews; 
except, perhaps, the preponderant movements which conduct 
the periodic drives for charity, when the latent feeling of 
Rachmonuth is stirred by an astoundingly elaborate organisa 
tion. The Synagogues do not affect much more than one-third 
of the Jewish population, and the boundaries between “ Left 
and “Right” are blurred. The Orthodox are not Orthodox: 
the Reform are not ‘in the old sense) Reform: and the Con. 
servatives do not necessarily conserve. In short, a state of chaos, 
from which noclear body of doctrine or practice emerges. And as 
for. Zionism, it ‘stirs itself to periodic activity in connection with 
the United Palestin

Old Jewish Cemeteries in East Anglia

Sirn.--The writer of the article on the Norwich Cemetery in your 
columns recently will find in the ** Transactions of the Jewish Historical 
Society of England” (volume ii., pp. 112-114) a report on the Norwich 
Cemetery, drawn up by the late Sir Hermann Gollancz upwards of forty 
years ago. The problem with regard to the foundation of the community 
is easily solved. The cemetery was acquired by Barnett Crawcour and a 
group of other Jews in 1815 (the original title-deeds are now in the 
custody of the United Synagogue, London); 1840 indicating. presumably, 
the date of the construction of the boundary-wall. The present Synagogue 
was inaugurated not in 1438, but in

cemetery was published similarly in our i Transactions, ” volume ihe, 
pp. 139-40, This ** House of Life” was acquired in 1796, and continued in 
nse until the middle of the last century, serving for Bury St. Edmunds, 
Colchester, and Harwich as well as for the city itself. While 1 was 
stationed at Ipswich during the War, the custodian was an old inan, who

Mr. Stanley Denounces Anti-Semitism 


“THE BLACKEST TREACHERY” 


A dinner in support of the appeal for £15,000 to enable the Jewish 
Religious Education Board to carry on its valuable work was held on 
Wednesday evening at the Savoy Hotel, Strand. Mr. Lionel de Roths- 
child, O.B.E., presided over a distinguished gathering, which ineluded 
ns the cuest of honour the Rt. Hon. Oliver Stanley, PrP... BP. the 
President of the Board of Education. 

Proposing the toast of ‘“‘Education,”” Masor J. B. Brune t-Conen 
paid tmbute to Mr. Oliver Stanley, who was upholding the worthy 
trachtions of lus farmuly. 

Tue Rr. Hon, Oniver Srantey, replying to the toast, said that he 
believed in education as a necessary preparation for life. The more 
ciifficult life became, the more the preparation should be, anc 
Who could deny that life: te day, in all its aspects, Was more ditheuit 
than it was im the past! It was absurd to think that elementary school- 
children were ranuned with facts 
in} al traming, handreralts,

A vreat deal of time was spent

‘‘Because you are a Jew you must not live with us’’? He would think 
it the biackest treachery te those hundreds of thousands of Christians 
and Jews who fell in the fleids of Flanders and the plains of Palestine 
as they fought and died together. They fought for the traditional free- 
dom of this country. -It. was a freedom which was all-embracing ane 
knew no distinction of puarty, people, or creed, 
lobe to-day, they could look for that freedom im vain. It would he 
a bitter outlook tor the world if they could not even find it here.

It also showed how tniportant that gathering considered it to be 
that every child m this country should receive religrous edueation. With- 
aut such education, thie eould not grow up to he either it 
mitizen or a god prare nt, tor the whole character of modern civilisation, 
the conduct of one human. he ing to another. the relationship even between 
eountmes, was really boar ec the hinges ol religion, teachings which 
were not eontined to one ular hut which were common to 
all the vreat monothersts religions the world and whu hy summed 
up in the phrase “Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself,”’ 
But what that meeting theught. continued the Chairman, Was not 
enough to carry on edueation bys, itsell fs. d. was necessary. For that 
purpose, they were appealing for £15,000, to enable the Board to carry 
on for three years. The Jewish Religious Education Board was respon- 
sible tor the maimtenance of twenty-five schools contamimg some 3,400 
children, but. there were large numbers of children who were not at 
present receiving religious education: these could be brought in if funds 
were avatlable. The Board was the largest educational institution in the 
country for girls, and under the provisions of the new Education Act, 
it pave special religious education for children in L.C.C. schools: two 
classes had been opened and 350 children were receiving education under 
the new regulations. After all, they in the Jewish Community educated 
their boys, but it was the girls of to-day who were the mothers of 
to-morrow, and unless they received Jewish religious education how could 
their children be brought up im any religious atmosphere whatsoever? 
In wddition to this, the Jewish Higher Education Centre, under the 
management of the Board, was the only imstitution for the training of 
teachers of religion in the country, and the Sabbath School, which was 
now seventy years old, was for children who could not attend classes 
at other tumes. The Board thus made out an excellent case for support 
from all Jews who had religion at heart, and he asked them to support 
it to the utmost of their means. The Chairman concluded with tributes 
to Col. Stanley Cohen, Dr. Lucas, and Mr. Nathan. Morris, the Secretary. 
Dr. N. S. Lucas, President of the Jewish Religious Education Board, 
responding to the toast, said that night they asked for only £15,000. 
They were met together to give the appeal a send-off. It was the most 
fitting of all nights for them to. do_so, as it. was the eve of.Lag B’-omer, 
the eve of the scholars’ feast. So far, they had got one-third of the 
amount they asked for to keep them out of debt for three years. They 
had £2,500 of debt and wanted £3,500 a year for the next three years. 
Another of their needs which that night he hoped to meet was a number 
of valunteers for their begymg staff.

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Girls’ Education Week 


Successful Canvass Still Proceeding 
A Hopeful Outlook 


Though the full effect on the Community of last week's effort; 
by the Loudon Organising Council for Jewish Education to increase 
the attendance of girls at Hebrew and Religion classes cannot: yet 
be gauged, there is sufficient evidence to encourage those who 
hoped so much from G rls’ Week. Something like 8,000 names o! 
prospective pupils have been anccuniulated and » large proportion of 
these has already been canvas-ed, with a fair amount of success. 
The canvass is still.to proceed, and the Council are confident o 
bringing the proportion of girls who are receiving a religious train 
ing much nearer to, if it does not equalise, the proportion of boy- 
who attend classes. 

A public meeting arranged by the Council at the Empress Cinems 
Hackney, E., on Sunday, marked the closing of the Week, 

Dr. ISRAEL FELDMAN, Chairman of the Council, who presided, sai 
that Girls’ Education Week represented the fiist attempt of the Coun: 
to get in touch by means of a mass attack, as it were, with the Jewis 
public; and he could report that the experience of the past week hai! 
heen exceedingly encouraging, Dr. Feldman cxpressed thanks to th: 
lion. Secretaries and all others who had assisted in organising tl 
Week; to the proprictor of the Empress Cinema and its manage: 
Mr. O Comber; to Dr. Midloursky, through whose services that Cinema 
had been placed at their disposal and other Cinemas had shown on thei 
sereens annonncements about the Week: and to the Jewish Press fo: 
helpful publicity. As a result of the fine Jeading article in THE JEWiIsh 
CHRONICLE, and all the appeals made and the support given them, they 
were confident, said the speaker, of making much progress in the spher 
of Jowish education for their girls. 

Mi-s Kare Rose, Hon. Secretary of the, Council, said that instead of 
thinking of Girls’ Education Week as having closed, they should think of 
it rather as merely the intreduction to the constructive work that must 
follow, if any go. d was to’result from their efforts, Appealing to parents 
to continue their children’s attendance at Hebrew classes, she said that 
Jewish education shoud particularly be continued after children had 
passed on to their see ondary education, for they would then be able to 
appreciate even more than before the lessons of their Jewish heritage. 

Miss NE TIIe ADLER, C.B.E., spoke of the necessity of highly quatitied 
teachers for Jewish education of the childre il, and said that fortunately 
they had such teachers at their classes. She strongly denied the sugges 
tion that Jewish girls were not expected to have Hebrew knowledge, ani 
pointed out the important part that Jewish women bad piayed in thei 
pcoople’s history. 

Miss Miriam Moses, J.P., said she found herself appalled at the 
ignorance of girls she came into contact with in club life and othe: 
spheres, in matters relating to their religion. She was afraid, she said, 
to think of what thé future held in store for these untaught girls. Parents 
must insist on their daughters’. not growing to womanhood without a 
knowledge of their Jewish religion, 

Mrs. BARNETT JANNER, J.P., said that Jews could not expect to 
continue as a peoples unless they bad a creed that was founded on con 
viction ; they could not expect their children to keep religion out of babit. 
To-cay the young ones wanted to know ** Why?’’ and must be given 
systematic teaching, : 

The Girls’ choir (of 150 pupils of the Stepney Jewish School and the 
Jows’ Free School) which sang at the Shoreditch Town Hall meeting, 
avain sang Hebrew melodies, conducted by Mr, S. Alman, with Mr. J.

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ART NOTES 
The Nude in British and French Art 
A Confusion of Issues at the Leger Galleries 


The fourth annual exbibition of the nude in British and French 
contemporary art at the Leger Galleries leaves a problem unsolved. 
Crauguip, it may be remembered, was willing to accept all forms and 
theories of art—" l'art pour l'art, l'art pour vivre, Uart pour plaire. 
What does it matter, he asked, as long as it is art? He did not 
stay to define art, but he held open the gates to every would-be 
artist and said in effect as each passed through: 

“ To nature and yourself appeal, 
Nor learn of others what to feel.” 

The critic has no right whatever to dictate to the artist how he 
should treat the nude, landscape, still life, or any other subject 
matter or what his aims should be. He can only insist that the 
result shall be art; aud no satisfactory definition of art bas vet 
been given. 

There are two possible approaches to the painting, drawing, and 
sculpting of the nude figure. There is the realistic approach. 
based on the desire to express the human body by means of form: 
aud there is the aesthetic approach, based on the desire to express 
form by means of the human body. The greatest works are 
produced by those artists whose forces are sufficient to attack the 
citadel by both routes; good works can come from those who use 
either road; but no good at all can come from those who cannot 

nake up their minds, 7 

It would be interesting to tabulate the seventy-two works at the 
Leger exhibition and see into which of these categories they fall. 
Perhaps the best picture on view is by Christopher Wood, who seems 
to have found little difficulty in giving the password along each 
road, Others who have produced good pictures by one or other 
road, and one or two of them by both. are Jean de Botton, Derwent 
lees, Derain, Glyn Philpot, Wilson Steer, Francis Butterfield, Johu 
skeaping, Eric Gill, and S. M. A. St. George. Too many of the 
remainder have not yet made up their minds. Most use the 
realistic approach, but few stay the course long enough to make 
one feel that they really have any emotion of any sort to express. 

Among Jewish artists represented are Pascin, Mané Katz, 
Epstein, Ziegler and Brodzky, but each has done better work than 
he shows here. 


Pottery and Paintings at Brook Street 


In the exhibition of Salaman Pottery at the Brook Street 
Galleries, there are 175 examples of stoneware and earthenware by 
Jill Salaman, Nancy Henriques, and Keginald L. Dixon. They show 
charming taste both in form and glaze, and even the least ambitious 
of the little jugs and bowls has-artistic as well as utilitarian value. 
Miss Salaman's “Tortoise Flower Stands” (Nos, 163-4) and Lizard 
tlandled Mug ” (No. 166) are particularly fine. 

At the same gallery are some delightful paintings of boats and 
marine scenes by Basil Beaumont. Mr. Beaumont is young and 
derives, obviously, from Christopher Wood. In view of his youth, 
this obvious derivation is no cause for worry.. Wood is dead, and 
why should not some one who feeis the same way follow .in his 
footsteps and see where they Jead’ Mr. Beaumont certainly has 
feeling for boats and gives them moods as well as appearances. lle 
has a good eye for decoration and for colour, and technically he 
-tops at nothing. He uses palette knife and both ends of the brush. 
‘the result is-always clean. 


Italy, Palestine, Russia, and Dalmatia 

The Cooling Galleries are in holiday mood with two exhibitions 
of distant landscape. Konstantin CGorbatoff shows. oils and water- 
colours of Italy, Palestine, and Russia, and Cata Dujsin oils of the 
Dalmatian coast. Paintings of “foreign parts” are a constant 
disappointment to me. The greatest landseapes, Turner's and the 
impressionists’ and Cézanne’s perhaps excepted, are still English in 
their locale. Seldom, after a holiday abroad, does one find a picture 
that does more than remind one of the place.  M. Gorbatotf is 
no exception. His vision is too conventional and his feeling too 
‘romantical.” There is much more aesthetic interest in Madame 
lhujsin’s work. She paints richly and easily, seeing places in terms 
of paint. She avoids the obvious, both in subject matter and in 
presentation.

Some types of Jews, however, according to a writer in the Toa (New 
York), could hardly be ineluded in Judaism as a civilisation. Only fo 
those who have a strong urge to remain a Jew can Judaism be a civilisa- 
tion. In a great cases, this wish is either formal or occasiona! 
Analysing the various types of Jews, the article says that Jewish life 
embraces every nook and corner of the existence of the average Jew 
In the ghetto, life was coeval with Jewishness. ‘There was a great and 
flourishing civilisation, and it was nothing if not Jewish. Almost th» 
same condition obtamed in the small East European town long after the 
vhetto walls had fallen, at least officially. In the new world, thus 
pattern was first distorted and then partly or wholly abandoned. Some 
have practically moved away from aAnY interest mn Judaism. Spending 
their days in the business houses and their evenings in the night clubs, 
they have no time to think of Jewish problems. What they have in 
common with other Jews is a taste for pwunpernckel and a certain type 
of Jewish cooking. They are the stomach Jews. There is another type 
of Jew who is lured to Jewish life only by the voice of a Chazan. ‘Through 
their childhood memories there still rings plaintively the chant of the 
Cantor, and it will not die down. 

The most prevalent type, the article continues, is the one whose 
connections with Jews and Judaism is Jahrzeit and Kaddish. The whole 
year round he is too busy even to think of Jewish troubles. But there 
comes a day that marks the anniversary of the death of his parent, 
and his Jewish loyalties well up in him once again and he mixes with his 
‘‘co-religionists.”” He has an unpleasant duty to perform. It will take 
another year before he will again condescend to visit his old haunts, 
full of unpleasant memories. Maybe, during the year, he will send a 
cheque to a Jewish charitable institution, thus clearing his conscience ; 
but that financial transaction, after all, is but a minor incident which 
can best be attended to by_his bookkeeper.

TOWARDS DISFRANCHISEMENT? 
Jewish Leaders: “Close the Ranks” 


A decision of the gravest import to Polish Jewry is contained in 
au Official statement by Colonel Kowalewski, chief organiser of the 
new Government National Unity Movement, on the eligibility o 
‘ews for membership. 

It has now been ruled, as reported by the official Polish Tel. 
drapdeie Agency, that Jews, as Jews, are not to be admitted. Even 
those who fought for Polish independence are to be ruled out 
ixceptions may be made in the case of Jews who have performed 
especially meritorious service for the nation and who can qualify as 
oles. 

This decision has come as a tremendous blow to many thousands 
of Jews who had hoped to qualify for admission: and by the Jewish 
(ommunity as a whole it is regarded as tantamount to disfranchise 
ment, as the course of events clearly indicates that failure to enter 
the National Unity movement will sooner or later mean the loss of 
ull political rights. 

Lhe organisation, which was launched in February by Colone! 
Adam hoc, Commander of the Pilsudski*Legionaries, has the ful! 
support of the President, M. Moscicki, and Marshal Smigly-Rvdy. 
«snd seems destined to become Poland's “ totalitarian” party. 

Colonel Kowalewski also declared himself in favour of mass 
‘ewish emigration, while at. the same time seeking to eliminate 


‘ews from economic life. “We will try tosolve the Jewish problem 


by emigration, but we cannot wait so long.” he said, * That is 
why we must strive that the Polish people find work in commerce. 
industry and trades, in order that these branches of economic life 
may become entirely Polish.’ However, he gave an assurance tha! 
anti-Jewish exoesses- will be “decidedly opposed.” According to-the 
DAILY ‘TELEGRAPH, prominent Jewish leaders consider that the 
Jews, now isolated from public life in Poland, must unite in self. 

Indeed, the closing of Jewish ranks is apparently the onl, 
good effect brought about by Colone! Kowalewski's declaration of 
policy, Previously, Jewish bodies, and especially the Federation 
of Jewish Ex-Servicemen, were divided on the question as to 
whether Jews should join the Unity Movement or side with the 
democratic parties which were in opposition to it.

Father Trzeciak, a notorious Catholic priest whose violent 

‘ntt- Jewish preaching has been responsible for much Jewish blood 
hed in Poland, has announced an “™ intensification " of his activity. 

\fter stumping the countryside, he has now returned to Warsaw to 
open & new campaign to expel the Jews from Poland. His first act 
has been to publish a violent article in the anti-Semitic Press 
urging the “expulsion of all Jews" from the country. Citing at 
‘arge from the infamous “ Protocols” forgery and from “ secret 
speeches made at the Jewish cemetery in Prague,” Father Trzeciak 
accuses the Jews of “ working for revolution and war.’ “ Every 
‘evolution,’ says the priest, “brings the Jews nearer to their 
>ecret goal,” 

As a stop-gap, before expulsion, Father Trzeciak advocates a 
hoycott and “ complete separation froin the Jews.” Even converted 
‘ews arouse his ire, for, be alleges, their conversion is done at the 
command of the Comintern.” ‘The whole tone of the article is of 
the utmost violence, and insults are poured forth on the Jewish 
people and the Jewish religion in a manner unparalleled even in the 
Polish anti-Semitic Press. It is difficult to see why the authorities, 
who are usually so sensitive as to what the Press publishes, allowed 
tather Trzeciak’s anti-Jewish ravings to appear, and Jews are 
wondering whether a free hand has now been given to the Jew- 
baiters, 

Father Trzeciak's Jew-hatred dates from darkest Tsarist days. 
torn in Poland, he studied in Russia and at one time lectured on 
‘eligious subjects in St. Petersburg, already showing his anti-Jewish 
sentiments. On his return, after the War, to free and independent 
Voland, he immediately took up Jew-baiting as a “ profession,” and 
published books attacking the Talmud and the Jews. But hisinfluence 
would probably have been insignificant had not the Government 
recently added to his glory. Last year, Father Trzeciak was called on 
by the Sejm to give his “expert” opinion on Jewish ritual slaughter, 


on the occasion of the discussions on the Anti-Shechita Bill. 
The fact that he was allowed to insult the Jews and their religion 
freely in the Sejm established his position. He has since become 
an “authority” on all matters concerning Jews. His words are 
listened to by thousands and his articles reprinted and quoted 
by all anti-Jewish papers. When he speaks, anti-Jewish riots 
follow in his wake. In Lodz, a short time ago, one of his 
meetings was followed by the murder of a Jew and injuries to 
several others. He preaches a veritable religion of hate, for he 


has declared: “To bate is as divine an act and ordinance as to 
love. This teaching is having an evil influence not only on 


the religious youth, but also on a section of the Catholic priests. 
The New Testament is being closely examined, and all passages in 
which “hatred of evil and the devil” is mentioned are paraded 
to show that hate is sometimes not less divine than love. particularly 
if that hatred is directed against the Jews. The new campaign, 
therefore. is causing great anxiety to Jews, as if is likely to whip up 
anti-Jewish feeling to a pitch of frenzy.

Anti-Semitic Speech by Hungarian Premier 


Threatened Campaign Against Galician Jews 
DR. DARANYI!I'S SOP TO THE NAZIS 


The Hungarian Right-wing Press in general bas greeted with 
approval an auti-Jewish speech delivered in Szegedin last week by 
Dr. Daranyi, the Premier, in which he declared that Hungary had 
too many -lews and indicated that he was contemplating. as a sop 
to the Nazis, a campaign against the Galician Jews who had settled 
in Hungary as war refugees when Russian troops invaded Galicia. 
At the same time, the Vremier denounced physical anti-Jewish 
violence. 

The semi-official FUPGETTLENSEG sees in the speech of the 
Premier an indication of the Government intentions to implement 
Nationalist Hungarian demands, and it considers it impossible to 
characterise the policy «announced by the Premier against foreign 
Jews as extreme. 

‘The Virkpat declares that the speeéh of the Premier marks « 
new turn in Hungarian policy, and. urges that the gates of the 
country be promptly closed. 

The arnesri Hinbar regards the Premier's speech as an open 
and just declaration of policy which placed the problem at the 
proper height of public interest in accordance with the needs of 
the country. ‘The MAGYARSAG states that nobody can say now, after 
the Premier's speech, that there exists no Jewish question in 
Hungary. ‘The problem must be solved in the way indicated by the 
Premier. 

At the same time, the more Liberal Press shows no marked 
opposition to the Premier's speech. The Pestrr LLoyp compliments 
the Premier on his quiet tone, although it considers it unjust to 
blame the Jews for all the misfortunes which have befallen the 
country and it questions whether the role of the Jews in the 
upbuilding of Hungarian commerce’ and industry deserves 
the criticism it received at the hands of the Premier... Ihe com 
ments of the HikLAr are similar, The Pestt HIkLAt goes 
so far as to suggest that native Hungarian Jews will approve of 
the Premier's campaign against Galician Jews, 

Strong opposition to the Premier has been expressed by the 
ex-Premier, Count Stefan Bethlen, and by the leader of Small 
Farmers’ Party, Dr. Tibor Eckhardt (who is regarded as a possible 
successor to Dr. Daranyi), both of whom have delivered strong 
speeches in Parliament against the anti-Semitic Nazis and against 
Dr. Daranyi's efforts to make peace with them at the expense of the 
Jews. Count Bethlen demanded that the Government should state 
clearly what ifs policy was and whether it was proposed to sell the 
Hungarian Constitution to the Nazis. “If the Government believes 
such an experiment to be possible,” he declared, “ then I must warn 
it in the names of millions of Hungarians that they do not want to 
see the Aryan Paragraph transferred to our country. ‘The Jews in 
Hungary constitute a minority, and any attempt to reduce their 
rights can only justify attempts to reduce the rights of Hungariau 
minorities outside Hungary.” The speech of Count Bethlen has 
produced a deep impression in Parliamentary circles.

Diplomats’ Fear of Foreign Resentment 


Assurances that the anti-Jewish tone taken by some of the 
Fascist newspapers in Italy does not represent the sentiments of 
the Italian Government were given tothe Jewish Teleqraphte Agency 
last week by the Italian Embassy in Paris. 

Uneasiness is feit in Italian diplomatic circles in Paris at the 
fact that the French Press is now beyinning to pay special attention 
to Italian anti-Jewish Press attacks, it is stated.

[In presenting the annual report, Mr. Isaacs said that they were 
gratified to be able to reeord the fact that His Majesty King George Y? 
had graciously consented to become Patron of the Orphanage. 

At the close of the year, he continued, there were 381 children in 
residence, During the past year Mr. and Mrs. Kaye, the Superintenden' 
and Matron, had retired and their places had been taken by Mr, Hyman 
Content, as Headmaster, and by Miss Courbet as Matron, The report o! 
the Examiners and Inspectors stated that one girl and three boys gaine 
L.C.C, Scholarships, and nine boys and girls attend the local Centra’ 
Schools, A gratifying report from the Examiner in Hebrew and Religion 
had been received. The Committee expressed their gratitude to th: 
Orphan Aid Societies, who this year had eclipsed all previous efforts ov 
behalf of the Orphanage, with collections amounting to £9,765. 

Plans were under consideration, said the Chairman, for the erection 
of a new School apart from the Orphanage, and were receiving the very 
careful consideration of the Committee. The Medical Report showed 
that the general health both in the Jewish ‘Orphanage and in the Gabrie!

Activities of the Smaller Committee 


In reporting on the activities of the Smaller Committee of the 
Council, Mr. Ussishkin, describing the character of that body, said that 
the Committee was quite new, having come into being at the last 
meeting of the General Council in Zurich. Since its inception, the 
Committee had shown considerable activity, dealing with problems 
arising out of the present emergency. The representatives of all the 
groups had been im constant consultation, and worked in complete 
harmony. The Smaller Committee, dealt with all outstanding questions, 
and the resolutions it adopted were practically unanimous. Mr. 
Ussishkin proposed that the Committee should continue its existence, 
and that power be given to it to deal with various matters till the next 
Congress, when a proposal will be submitted for converting, it into a 
permanent body. 

_ Bnietly sketching the activities of the Jewish National Fund, he 
said that if recently aequired 25,000 dunams in the Beisan area and 
8,000 dunams in the Jordan Valley. .They were now directing thew 
attention to Upper Galilee.

Mr. Joseph Weitz, of the Keren Kayemeth, supplemented the 
report of Mr. Ussishkin with a detailed review of the new settlements 
in the Beisan area, eniphasising the value of the new acquistion with 
its rich water sources, which were regarded by the ancients as, the 
“ corndor to Paradise,” but which were at present desolate. The Jews 
now possessed an area of 60,000 dunams im this district, and the 
Government had promised an additional 36,000 dunams from Stato 
lands for Jewish colonisation. It was hoped that fifteen Jewish settle- 
ments would be established in this area, including those already 
founded, thus establishing a chain of Jewish centres, 


The Financial Position 


Mr. Eliezer Kaplan, reviewing the financial position, said that: 


wiule he did not anticipate an economie erisis in Palestine, he was 
rather anxious in regard to private investments which nught be 
affected by the uncertaim political situation. Bank deposits amounted 
to seventeen millon pounds, over a third of which was with the 
Anglo-Palestine Bank, and the influx of Jewish capital stall continued. 
The econonue equilibrium had been mamtained even during the most 
difficult days. There was litthe unemployment, though certain sections 
were not in a position to earn a livelihood. Mr. Kaplan pointed to the 
steady risé of the income of the Keren Hayesod in recent years, whic: 
had mereased from £170,000 in 1933 to over £300,000 in 1936. A furthe: 
substantial increase was visible mn the first six months of. 1936, 37. 
But on the other hand there was a rapid growth of expenditure. 

Proceeding, Mr. Kaplan said that London financial eireles were 
greatly impressed by the achievements of the Jewish settlements, 
whieh were repaying their debts to the Keren Hayesod even during, the 
vear of the disastrous disturbances. Durmg the last three years, the 
Jewish Agency invested nearly £800,000 on agricultural work out of the 
funds of the Keren Hayesod and the German Department. Referring 
to the new colonisation plan to settle 2,200 famihes, decided upon by 
(Congress, at a cost of one million pounds, Mr, Kaplan said that it sas 
necessary to enlist other sources of capital apart from the national 
funds. The Mifal Bizarron had so far raised about £90,000, not melhud- 
ing money from the United States, where the campaign was still pro- 
ceeding, and from Palestine itself. A sum of over £40,000 had already 
been spent on security alone, and the extension of agricultural and 
industrial credits of the Anglo-Palestine Bank to the Jewish Agency 
was of vital importance. Mr. Kaplan expressed gratification that the 
P.LC.A, was resuming colonisation work, and had joined the Keren 
Kayvemeth in the exploration of the Huleh area. 


The “ Round-Table’ Conference 
Reply to Revis onist Proposal 


Mr. Ben Gurion, in the course of his reply to a question raised by 
Mr. Farbstem in regard to Mr. Jabotinsky’s proposal for a round- 
table conference, stated that if Mr. Jabotinsky really wanted to meet 
members of the Executive there was no need for him to go to South 
Africa to proclaim it. His object was apparently to confuse the minds 
of Jews. Mr, Jabotinsky could apply orally or.in writing to the 
Executive, who would undoubtedly respond to his request to meet 
him. As a matter of fact, Mr. Ben Gurion proceeded, a meeting had 
taken place between Dr. Weizmann and Mr. Jabotinsky at the latter's 
request. After that Mr. Jabotinsky submitted a written proposal that 
the Zionist Organisation should recognise the Revisionists, known as 
the New Zionist Organisation, as a body possessing equal rights with 
‘the Zionist Organisation, and establish a Commission consisting of an 
equal number of members of the Zionist Organisation and the New 
Zionist Organisation for the purpose of convening a Jewish Congress, 
which meant the abolition of the Zionist Organisation. — 

Following this_absurd proposal the negotiations terminated, he 
said, because the Zionist Organisation could not be abolished, nor did 
it intend to recognise a second Zionist Organisation. If anyone wished 
to alter the structure of the Zionist Organisation, such a proposal bad 
to be made at the Zionist Congress. The Zionist Congress, Mr. Ben 
Gurion added, was their permanent round table at which all Zionists 
meet biennially. Mr. Jabotinsky, or anyone else, was not prevented 
from coming before the Congress and proposing anything he liked. 

Rabbi J, L. Fishman referred to the question of the observanice of 
the religious laws in Palestine, a vital issue in the Jewish National 
Home, and pointed out that certain changes were necessary in this 
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While fully appreciating the loyalty and the good intentions 
of the Labour Party, he was nevertheless bound to say that the non- 
observance of the Sabbath was harmful to Zionism. . a 

_Mr. I. Griinbaum gave an analysis of the budget of the Zionist 
Executive, and reviewed the plans of the Executive for the shekel and 
propaganda campaigns. Referring to the remarks of Rabbi Fishman 
in regard to stricter religious observance, Mr. Griinbaum said that the 
Mizrachi should not start a cultural conflict within the Zionist Move- 
ment. It must be realised that those outside the ranks of the 
Orthodox also adhered rigorously to their principles and clung to their 
views as staunchly as did the Orthodox to theirs. 

Mr. Griinbaum also dealt with the sad position of veteran Zionists 
now in Palestine, and suggested that a pension fund should be formed 
Jor those who had devoted lifelong services to the Zionist cause, 


Resolutions 


The following resolutions were adopted unanimously by the 
Council : 

(1) The Couneil approves of the line taken by the Executive of 
the Jewish Agency in its evidence before the Royal Commission. 

(2) The historical connection of the Jewish people recognised 
by the Palestine Mandate, the distress of the Jewish masses in the 
Diaspora, the great possibilities that have been revealed m Palestine, 
and the benefits that have been conferred through Jewish colomsa- 
tion throughout the country serve as a basis of the Jewish claun to 
the Mandatory Power and to the League that the obligations under 
the Balfour Declaration and the Palestine Mandate should be fully 
carned out. 

(3) The Council stresses in particular the obligation of the Man- 
datory Power to place the country under such political, administrative 
and econemic conditions as will ensure the establishment of the 
Jewish National Home, and urges the Mandatory Power to render 
assistance for extending the absorptive capacity in Palestine for 
Jewish ummigration, for the allocation of State lands for Jewish 
settlement, for the promotion of industry, and for a legislative and 
acministrative system which will be conducive to a more rapid 
development of the country, for the benefit of all inhabitants. 

(4) The General Zionist Council declares that the Jewish people 
will firmly oppose any attempt to curtail the rights, the possibilities, 
and the scope of the Jewish National Home, any infringement of the 
obligations contained in the Mandate or a whittling down of the 
Balfour Declaration, any departure from the principle of the economic 
absorptive capacity, any limitation for the acquisition of the land, 
any policy intended to crystallise the Jewish National Home, or to 
curtail territory whether through partition or through dismembership 
by cantonisation, or in any other form calculated to restrict the pace 
of the upbuilding of the country. 

(5) The General Zionist Council considers the prohibition of 
Jewish immigration and Jewish settlement in Transjordan as a viola- 
tion of Jewish mghts, contrary to the Palestine Mandate and also 
retarding the economic progress of Transjordan. The Council, there- 
fore, urges the removal of the obstacles hindering such Jewish 
settlement in Transjordan. 

(6) The desperate plight of large sections of the Jewish people 
make it more imperative than ever to quicken the pace of the 
upbuiding of the country and the extension of the scope of Jewish 
settlement. 

(7) The vacillating policy pursued by the Mandatory Power 
is one of the causes of the disturbances in 1936. The General Zionist 
Council registers its protest against the manner in which the situation 
was handied by the Administration which did net prevent the out- 
break, allowed the disturbances to spread and to continue, and 
despite the wide powers it possessed and the considerable forces at 
its disposal, failed to protect the lives and property of the Yishuy 
and of the other peaceful inhabitants of the couniry. 

(8). The Council reiterates the desire of the Zionist’ Movement 
proclaimed at the seventeenth Zionist Congress to establish peaceful 
relations with the Arabs, based on the principle that neither side 
dominate or be dominated irrespective of the numerical strength of 
each people. | 

(9) The Council expresses confidence that a faithful fulfilment 
of the Mandate and a speedy development benefiting the Jewish 
National Home and the entire population are the best guarantees 
for a lasting peace in Palestine. 


Elections in Rehovoth 


The elections for the Municipal Council of the Jewish settlement 
Rehovoth resulted in the return of five representatives of the Farmers’ 
Association, four of the Jewish Labour Party, one Progressive, and 
one representative of the “Resident” group. One thousand five 
hundred people participated in the elections.

was. a fine example of how all the three elements in Palestine coul:

who were not. alwavs the easiest with whom to co-operate. 
He also extended a special welcome to Mr, Miche, the head of « 
great firm which was one of the few that had had the courage to gv 
into Palestine and join in Jaying the foundations of what he hope: 
would be a great industry there—the rice industry. 

He then offered a welcome to the Palestine Trade Delegation. 
England, he said, was renowned for her msistence on quality, bot): 
as a buyer and seller, and that was why she offered far the best marke: 
for Palestine oranges, and that. was why, too, she was far the best 
place for Palestine to buy her import requirements. He had recently 
received a piece of very good news from the Colomal Office that he 
might give to the Delegation. The Government had decided to build 
a first-class motor road from Palestine to Iraq. That would be a fine 
new channel of coumnerce for the exchange of goods with a large, new, 
rich area. [t was good news for Palestine industries and good news. 
too, for the trade of Great Britain, in whose markets the Delegation 
had come to seek their sourees of supply. | 

Lord Greenwood said he was a member of Mr. Lloyd George's 
Govermment when the Rutenberg Concession was under discussion, 
and Mr. Churchill, the Colomml Secretary of that day, was a great 
supporter of the scheme. He thought that 1t had been proved that he 
and the Government were night im giving the concession and they had 
given it to the mght man. It had ynade possible the industrial develop- 
ment which had been so marked a feature and had been of unmensc 
benefit to the country. 

As Chairman of the Agricultural Mortgage Company of Palestine, 
the object of which was.to help the small cultivators of that country, 
he naturally took a great unterest jn Palestine. His first visit te, then 
eountry was in 1923 and he had been there several times since, and 
noted on each succeeding visit increasing development and prosperity. 
He knew of no country of its size and with its difficulties that had 
made greater progress since 1918 than Palestine. 


British Industrialists and Palestine Market 


“Also,” he continued, “ as Chairman of one of the largest iron and 
steel if England, amd as a director of other industnal and 
financial concerns, I am directly concerned ni the trade and develop- 
ment of Palestine, and weleome vou as colleagues whose mterests are 
also in that development. You can help to make known what ts not 
sufficiently. known, the really notable and continuous development ot 
Palestine. Your country is becoming an important market. In the 
last four vears, Palestine has imported goods to the value of fifty-four 
million pounds, of which Enghsh goods amounted to eleven millions. 
Moreover, you import every vear over two millon pounds’ worth of 
raw materials, machinery, etc. required by Palestine manutacturers, 
We ‘should like te get, and we ought to get, a larger share of this 
trade. I may almost say we feel we are entitled to a larger share, 
because we are the largest customers for the famous Jafta oranges anc 
grapefruit, and it is good business to deal with your best customer. 
If it were not for the provisions of the Mandate, which prevents 
Palestine from having a free hand in tariff matters, we would probably 
have a larger share of the Palestine market, but, of course, we will 
loyally carry out the Mandate entrusted to us. At the same time, i 
does not seem right that countries which take nothing from Palestine 
should be able to sell thet country whatever they lke. 

“Although you are a Mandated.Territory,’ he said, “you are 
within the brotherhood of the British Commonwealth. Great Britain 
is the centre of that Commonwealth. To-day, Great Britain is deter- 
mined to equip itself and, with the free co-operation of the other 
members of the Commonwealth, to put bevond the shadow of a doubt 
its power to defend every. member of it. I believe our fixed deter- 
mination and our growing strength will make the peace of the world 
less uncertain.” 

Members of the Delegation. then spoke in reply. 

Mr. Wellesley Aron said they would understand that if every 
country in the world had thought fit-to adopt some method of regulat< 
ing its imports and exports, a small country such as was Palestine 
could hardly withstand a like tendency.. The present state of affairs 
had been to the detriment of British interests as much as to their 
own, and it was their considered opinion that some form of regulated 
unport and export arrangements must shortly be introduced on some 
basis which would enable those whe purchased Palestinian products to 
be given the necessary opportunity of reciprocity. a2 

With regard to the special tequirements of the market, he said, 
they would like to take that opportunity of advancing a proposal 
which they thought they would readily understand as a means tc 
mutual co-operation between the manufacturers of Great Britain and 
Palestinian enterprise, Experience had shown that,.many British 
iianafactured products im fihished form. vould ‘never enter 
Palestine and the surrounding markets successfully, since the quantities 
required and the special character which goods rhust take were factors 
whieh did not enable British suppliers to trade in these markets at 
profit. This was where Palestine industry could help. Manufacturers 
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in Palestine, being on the spot, in constant and intimate touch with 
even the smallest customers throughout the area, were in a position 
tu develop trade and to serve as a channel through which British 
cemi-manufactured goods could percolate to the markets of the Middle 
East. Employing British machinery and British semi-manufactured 
goods, the industries of Palestine could serve the cause of British trade 
in a unique manner calculated to advance the interests of both parties, 


since one thus became complementary to the other. 

If, as they hoped, their proposals would eventually lead to a very 
substantial increase in trade between the two countries, then it 
naturally followed that the development of British shipping (for which 
they believed there was even at present a growing demand) would 
progress side by side with this movement. 


Jewish Agency Luncheon 
TRAINING PALESTINIANS IN BRITISH METHODS 


The Executive of the Jewish Agency entertained members of the 
Delegation to luncheon at the Trocadero on Monday. 

Dr. Selig Brodetsky presided and welcomed the delegates on behalt 
of the Jewish Agency. 

Captain Stnekland, M.P., said that he had been impressed when 
he visited the Tel-Aviv Fair by the enormous market that existed in 
Palestine. for British goods. But personal contact, such as their 
Delegation supplied, was necessary for the local requirements of the 
country adequately to be met by British manufacturers. The British 
Government was experiencing very grave difficulties in connection with 
Palestine, where it had to act the nursemaid, and only act upon 
instructions. They could not, as Mandatory Power, enter into 
commercial treaties with Palestine. Palestine, he was convinced, had 
a great future, and with wise administration nothing would deter it. 

Mr. Echtman replied for the Delegation in Hebrew. Mr. Wellesley 
Aron read a statement from the Delegation, in the course of which he 
said : 

The Palestine Manufacturers’ Association, on whose behalf this 
Delegation has come to England, represents 800 industrial enterprises 
with a capital investment of eight-and-a-half million pounds and 
employs 32,000 workers, who, together with their families, represent 
one-third of the total population of Palestine to-day. We know full 
well that the future of Palestine is bound up with that of Great. Britain, 
and whilst we are as yet, economically speaking, but a small market— 
placed as we are on the great trade routes of the world we feel that 
economic co-operation with Great Britain may eventually play a signiti- 
cant part in imperial commerce so far as the Middle East is concerned. 
We constitute the living proof. of the practicability of Zionist enter- 
prise in the industrial field. There are some who feel that a renaissant 
Palestine must be primarily based on agriculture—asince from the return 
of Israel to its own soil there will arise a new generation of healthy, 
normal people. 

Dependent as we are on the determining principle of unmigration 
based on the absorptive capacity of that little country, and forced by 
the pressure of circumstances throughout the world to speed up the 


process of resettling Palestine with the utmost celerity, we are com- 
pelied to employ every means at our disposal to enable the maximum 
number of Jews to find permanent employment in constructive work. 
By establishing light finishing industries which can turn out articles 
suitable for local consumption, such a field of development is available, 
and as time goes on will offer opportunities of employment for a large 
and increasing number of Jews. Since Palestine does not produce basic 
raw materials it must perforce derive supplies from other countries. 
This is where collaboration with British manufacturers can take place, 
since the light industries of Palestine will absorb semi-manufactured 
products and machinery derived from England for finishing and 
marketing as goods suited to the requirements of the Middle Eastern 
market, 

In order to prepare the ground for such co-operation, it is not 
enough that British machinery and semi-manufactured goods should 
be absorbed by Palestinian enterprise, but it is essential that young 
Jews from Palestine should be trained in English methods of manu- 
facture by apprenticing them for a time in English factories and 
workshops. 

The Palestine Bntish Trade Association, together with the British 
‘ouncil, has already initiated such a movement, and _ several 
Palestinians are at present working in English factories or have passed 
through workshops where they have absorbed British methods and 
technique. 


The Manufacturers’ Association is anxious to develop this move- 
ment, and it is hoped that within the course of the next few years 


increasing numbers of young Palestinians will be enabled to train in 
Britain for industrial activity. 


Arab Opposition to Partition 


| Discussing the persistent rumours of the partition of Palestine, 
in a leading article (headed “Vain and Imaginary Schemes,” by 


| Sheikh Alfaruki) the Arab paper Istamta states that, in the first place, 


the scheme is not new, but was first mooted in 1929, as a result of the 
disturbances of that year, and was proposed by Mr. Cust, then a high 
official of the Palestine Government. Nothing more was heard of it 
until its reappearance now. 

The article adds : “We know that the English realise the difficulties 
connected with the proposal, but they have no way out and will have 
to put it into practice. - Palestine has affected them in Arabia and 
Judea, and why should it not turn for help to this experiment, which 
they might follow for a certain time? 

“ The proposal reverses completely paragraph 22 of the Covenant 
of the League,” continues the writer. .“ The Mandate does not allow 
the Government in charge to make any partition, which is neither a 
Mandate nor independence. “The Mandatory could, however, report to 
the League of Nations and ask for permission to effect such a change. 
It should not be forgotten that it will be necessary to apply also to 
the countries that have left the League, Germany, Japan and Italy (1),

| BOYCOTT SPIRIT CHALLENGED ?

| It will come as a-surprise no doubt té those abroad who are 
supporting the “ Boycott of Germany” campaign as the only decent 
expression of Jewish protest against Nazi brutality, that the Jewish 
| Press of Palestine accepts the premier Nazi news serviee—that supplied 
gratis by the Deutsches Nachrichten-Buro.. 

The D.N.B. some two months ago started a service to furnish 
people here with a review of foreign news. As is common with 
propaganda services, items of frankly pro-Nazi tendency were inter- 
spersed among the other news. 

It may be argued by the local Jewish Press that the editors are 
experienced in the wiles and lures of propagandists sufficiently to 
lomgo the temptations and snares set by the Nazi journalists; vut 
surely that does not excuse the fundamental principle of accepting 
sueh a service. 

It is particularly surprising that Hapoxer, of Tel-Aviv, which 
| was one of the foremost advocates of “ Boycott German Goods” in 
Palestine, should permit itself to accept the service offered. 
The main attraction apparently about the D.N.B. news bulletins—and 
probably that attraction is part of its policy—is that they are dis- 
tributed free. One editor remarked, when the fact was drawn to his 

a attention: “ But, of course, we wouldn’t take the D.N.B. service i 
a we had to pay for it.” That perhaps summed up the attitude of the 
Jewish Press: that the D.N.B, news service does not entail the payment 
of money to Nazi Germany. 

The D.N.B. supplies a similar serviee to the Arabic Press on the 
same terms. That its sympathies lie with the Arab cause is a fact to 
be seen from the unusual space given im the bulletins to news of Arab 
politacal interest. The Jewish and Arab newspapers are thus upon a 
level in accepting a news sérvice of admitted propagandist aspirations. 

One further surprising factor is that the Jewish Agency Executive 
in Jerusalem has taken no steps whatever to advise Jewish news- 
papers concerned of the risk of prejudicing Jewish interests which their 
present acceptance of this news service involves, | |

A Conference of Hon, Officers and Box Workers of the Jewish

J.N.F, 
Boxes had been negtected in London. In other parts of the world, 
the boxes formed the sole contribution madetothe Fund. Although 
the income of the Fund had increased in London, that portion 
coming from J.N.F. boxes had declined. They felt that if the Fund 
was to be established on a sound footing, a regular income from 
boxes was essential. — | 

They realised, continued Professor Wright, that it was more 
difficult to organise this kind of work in London than it was in the 
provinces. Jewish communities in the snialler towns were more 
closely knit, and: it was ‘more difficult for individual Jews to evade 
their responsibilities. They would be asked to pass a resolution 
which would make the kind of Conference they were now attending 
a quarterly otcurrence, so that box workers could meet and discuss 
their effort#*and compare tleir successes. The pledge system which 
was now heing.introduced was a vitally important part of their 
work. They had had the example of Mr. Max Brostoff in Leeds to 
show them what could be done by the energetic pursuance of a 
method whereby boxes were placed together with a definite and 
obligatory pledge that a minimum sum of money should be regularly 
put in it. 

Miss R. Lipton, reporting on the progress of the new campaign, 
said that in the old days boxes were placed and the matter was then 
finished so far as the canvasser was concerned. Boxes which were 
not regularhy collected and emptied were an actual loss to the 
Fund. They were therefore inaugurating a new era in the history 
of the J.N.F.. Box. They believed that there were two essential 
differences between the present system and that which formerly 
obtained. First, every recipient of a box must be clearly made to 
understand that the money collected would be used to buy land in 
Palestine, and, secondly, they must have a definite promise from box- 
holders that they would give regularly and systematically to the 
Fund, Theideal pledge for the Jewish National Fund was a penny 
aday. But they reaiiséd thatthere were many to whom even this 
sum was inipossible of regular coutribution. They therefore made 
it possible for a person to pledge himself from a minimum of Id. 
per week. But'it was imperative that the pledge shouid be made 
and kept. As an encouragement to the army of box workers who it 
was hoped would now descend upon London and its suburbs, Mr. 
Max Brostoff, of Leeds, bad promised to subscribe £30 to inscribe 
in the Golden Book of the J.N.F. the name of the worker who 
obtained the greatest number of pledges before the J.N.F. Confer- 
ence next Uctoher. 

The following resolutions were then adopted: 

This Conference of active London Jewish National Fund Rox Workers, 
recognising that the Blue Box forms the basis of all Jewish Nation»! Fund 
activity in every part of the world. declares its determina ion to make the 
placing of the Bine Boxes in Jewish homes, and tue securing of pledges, the 
nmin part of ite activity. It calis upon every Zionist in London, to join in an 
uubroken and systematic effoit to place Jewise ational Fuud boxes ona pledge 
basis, amd to convert existing boxes into pledged boxes. This Conference 
further declares that quarterly conferences should be held, to give stimulus 
to the work, and to lay plans for the future. 

Miss Lipton announced that since November, 1936, when the 
new campaiga was begun, 850 pledges bad been received, and 875 
boxes had been placed without pledges. Mr. M Rosette, Secretary 
of the J N.F., explained that so far as London was concerned, they 
would try to let box workers operate in their own districts. 

Mr. Robert B. Solomon addressed the workers. 


Revisionists ‘Mobilising Forces 
OPPOSITION TO DIVISION CF PALESTINE 


A conference to discuss the threatened partition of Palestine was 
arranged by the New Zionist Organisation at the First Avenue Hotel, 
High Holborn, on Tuesday evening. 7 

Dr. A. Schwartzman, who presided, said that rumours that the 
Royal Commission would recommend a second partition of Palestine, 
which would mean the setting-up of a pocket Jewish State with Tel- 
Aviv as the centre, had never been officially denied. They had to 
mobilise all their forces as Revisiomsts ageinst this threatened betrayal 
ot Zionism. 

Dr. B. Akzin, the head of the political departinent of the New 
Zionist Organisation in Palestine, said that streng pro-Arah and anti- 
Zionist influences had been exerting pressure on the Royal Comnussion 
from the day it began its enquires. Tt had been said, for instance, 
that there was danger of a great Arab revolt which would cost the 
British Government many men and much money to suppress. An 
investigation into the eauses of the last revolt would have shown this 
to be untrue and ‘would have revealed that the real danger in Palestine 
was an incompetent administration. At the present time imperialist 
and humanitarian forces were becoming more strongly pro-Zonist. 
There was no complete unanimity otf opinion in the Jewish Agency, 
but many leaders, he believed, wanted to accept the proposed Pocket 
State. The only other. faveurable body was the anti-Zionist group of 
British officials. But he had been told that scheme had no chance of 
surviving if it: could-be shown that the Jewish people were against it. 
‘ They would have. to devote a large part of their energies to dissuading 
Zionists from-selling Palestine for a minustertal office,

RECEPTION TO THE MARCHIONESS OF READING 


Lady Reading was the guest on Tuesday evening of the Anglo- 
Palestinian Club at the Club’s premises, Great Windmill Street, W.C.

She said that with the growth of tension, and the impossibility of 
obtaining any evidence from terrorised witnesses, it was difficult to 
hold back the young Jews in Palestine.

State Party Public Meeting 
NO TRUCK WITH PARTITION 


Dr. J. Machover, Chairman of the Jewish State Party. of Great 
Britain, presided at a public meeting organised by the Jewish State 
Party at the Whitechapel Art Gallery on Thursday in last week, 
which was addressed by Mr. Meir Grossman, 

In connection with the anniversary of the beginning of the 
disturbances in Palestine last year, the Rev. A, Fuchsman intoned 
Ll Molé Rachamin in memory of the Jewish victiins. 

Mr. Grossmnn, in the course of his address, reviewed the Zionist 
achievements of the past year and said there was no reason for 
Zionists to surrender their rights at a stage when Zionism bad 
proved successful and when it bad been shown that the Jews conld 
resist attack. The scheme for partitioning Palestine would not 
solve any problems, but would destroy Zionism as a national 
movement and undermine the potentialities of the Jewish people 
in Palestine.

Council of Manchester and Salford Jews 
‘Local” and “Foreign” Charitable Appeals 
Mr. Nathan Laski Criticised 


[From our Correspondent] 


The chief topics of controversy at the annual meeting of the 
Council of Manchester and Salford Jews held on Sunday at Franken- 
burg House, Cheetham Hill Road, were the relative n-erits of “ local ” 
and “foragn” Jewish charitable appeals and the possibility of 
establishing a United Synagogue in Manchester. 

Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., in the course of his presidential address, 
mentioned that during the last four years nearly £100,000 had been 
subseribed by Manchester Jewry for foreign appeals. They had done 
their share for the various German-Jewish, Polish-Jewish, and Palestine 
funds, and he thought it was now high time that the Community 
should give its adequate support to local institutions such as the 
Jewish Hospital and the Jewish Board of Guardians, which were in a 
had financial position. There were also general appeals, continued Mr. 
Laski, towards which the Jews of Manchester had a duty in their 
capacity as citizens. He instanced the appeals made by the Manchester 
University and the Manchester Grammar Sehool, institutions which 
had given education and professional traimmng to thousands of young 
Jews and Jewesses. 

Mr. Laski’s remarks aroused strong criticism from Mr. 
Jacobs and Mr. J. Mamlock, two leading Zionist workers. 

Mr. Jacobs said that he saw no conflict whatever between the local 
and the Palestine causes. He was proud of the fact that Manchester 
Jewry had raised so much for their less fortunate brethren in Germany 
and Poland, and he wished to remind all present that the success of 
the Jewish National Home was vital to the future of all Jews and 
Judaism. Mr. Jacobs pointed out that the “foreign” appeals in 
Manchester owed their success largely to the devotion and energy of 
Mr. Laski himself. It was therefore very unfortunate that Mr. Laski's 
recent utterances on the subject were creating difficulties and conflicts 
ir the minds of the non-contributors to Jewish charities and giving 
those people an excuse for not supporting any cause at all. 

Mr. A. Nahum said that Manchester Jewry was divided into 
“givers and “ non-givers.” He suggested that the American charity 
drive system might be emulated in Manchester. Mr. Walter Wolfson 
suggested that the various charities set up a joint committee for the 
purpose of approaching the large host of non-subscribers. 

Mr. J. Mamlock asked the meeting to have a proper sense of 
proportion and to realise that what happened abroad to the Jewish 
people affected them in England directly, Some of them thought that 
Mr. Laski had unwittingly caused a great harm to the Community by 
his recent expressions against those noble “ foreign” causes. Of the 
£60,000 which had gone to the German Funds from Manchester, one- 
seventh had been given by the Laski fannly, and three-quarters raised 
through the personal efforts and influence of Mr. Laski. 


A United Synagogue For Manchester ? 

Mr. Isidore Sandler said that the younger sections of the 
Community were particularly anxious that the question of a United 
Synagogue for Manchester Jewry should not be shelved. He hoped 
that the Sub-Commuttee which was set up under the Council's auspices 
to investigate that matter would be in a’ position before long to 
present at least some preliminary proposals, 

Councillor A. Moss said that two Cheetham Synagogues were now 
extending their activities into North Manchester, Surely. it was 
unnecessary to have two new Synagogues within a hundred yards ot 
each other. 

Mr. I. Sunlight said that a scheme for a United Synagogue should 
be formulated without delay, otherwise the same mistakes would be 
repeated in North Manchester as had been made in Cheetham many 
years ago. 

After the adoption of the annual report, Mr, 8. Classick, Treasurer, 
submitted the financial statement. He said that there

If Rabbi Herzog, who 
possessed these qualifications in the highest degree, had lived in 
the most obscure village in Eastern Europe, he would still have 
been chosen. There were no “ politics” in this appointment. 

Rabbi H. Hurwitz extended greetings in Yiddish, Rabbi J. 
Astrinsky in Hebrew, and Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches spoke on bebalf 
of his father, Rabbi I. H. Daiches, and for Edinburgh Jewry. 

Rabbi Herzog delivered an address. He pointed out the import- 
ance of the study of Judaism, and the emphasis which must be laid 
upon Jewish education. He made an appeal to Leeds Jewry never 
to neglect the higher institutions of learning, the great Yeshivas 
of Europe and Palestine. With all the good work that Talmud

Mr. Herbert Wolf was in the Chair at the sixty-first annual 
meeting of the Board held an Sunday at 5, Oxford Streets, 

The Treasurer, Mr. Moss Greenberg, presenting the financial 
statement, said tbat the expenditure on relief, etc., totalled £4,524, 
which was a record figure, and showed an increase of £281 on the 
previous year. He regretted that the income had not shown a 
similar increase. ‘The subscriptions stood at £887, This represented 
contributions from 658 subscribers at an average of twenty-four 
shillings per capita. He felt that the members of a community like 
Liverpool might well feel ashamed that they could only give £800 
to the Board of Guardians in the way of subscriptions. At least 
500 new subscribers were needed. The debt to be carried over 
was £500, and the Board was faced with the position of the debt 
being increased to £1,500 unless something was done to augment 
the regular income. Mr. Greenberg expressed his thanks to the 
Secretary, Mr. A. Levy, for the assistance he had rendered him in 
his first year of office. 

The President, in moving the adoption of the report and 
accounts, said that while the Board was spending large sums on 
relief, there was not one subscriber who would wish them to 
diminish the amount they were distributing to the poor. The 
Board of Guardians must continue. To make their poor a charge 
on the rates would seriously jeopardise their position in the Com- 

Despite the many worthy calls from abroad, he was of the 
opinion that the work of the Board must come first and that it 
should receive proper support. He hoped that members would lend 
their personal service to the many-sided activities of the Board. 
Mr. Wolf thanked all the co-ordinated societies and committees for

The CHAIRMAN, in submitting the annual report, paid a tribute to the 
Propaganda Committee aud especially to Major C. L. Mignus, for the 
excellent Brigade annual report they bad produced. During the year, 
said the Chairman, the Brigade had been withont the services of the 
Commandant who had been abroad, but it was pleasing to note that in 
his absence the work had been carried on successfally by Sir Max Bonn, 
Col, H. M. Lion and all the other officers.

The necessity for this 
feeding activity manifested itself at the beginning of last winter, when the 
London Relief Federation has completed its campaign on behalf of the 
famme-sufferers in Bessarabia. An investigation at that time showed that 
6,818 children, attending seventy-four schools and Talmud Torahs in 
forty-one towns in Bessarabia, were actually starving. Reports from 
Bessarabia emphasise the urgent necessity of extending this feeding 
actavity to all the starving children in that country. Donations should be 
sent to the office of the Federation, 33, Soho Square, London W.1, and 
inarked *‘ For Child Relief in Bessarabia.’’

CHEESE DISHES 
Cheese Soufés 


Batter, 1 oz. 2 eggs and 1 extra white. 


Flour, 02. Milx, t gill. 
Grated cheese,3 ozs. Salt and pepper. 
Made mustard, } teaspoonful. 

GREASE some small ramakin cases. Melt the butter in a saucepan 
and add the flour, Mix smoothly, pour in the milk and stir till it boils. 
Boil gently for three minutes, then allow to cool, Separate the yolks and 
whites of the eggs and beat the yolks into the mixture, add the grated 
cheese, with the exception of 2 teaspoonfuls, season with salt, pepper and 
mustard. Whip the whites toa very stiff froth, fold them in carefully and 
three-parts fill the cases. Bake in a quick oven about 15 minutes. Sprinkle 
with cheese and serve imme.iately. 

This can be baked in one large souffl: dish if preferred, in which case 
it will take a little longer to bake. 


Cheese Fritters 
Cheese, 4-6 ozs. Frying batter. 
Oil, vinegar, pepper. 

Cut the cheese into rather thin strips, about 2 inches long and 1 inch 
wide. Mix a little oil and vinegar together, add some pepper and lay the 
pleces of cheese in this for 30 minutes. Then coat with frying batter and 
fry a golden brown. Sprinkle with grated cheese and serve very hot. 

For the Batter—Put 2 ozs. of flour in a basin, add a pinch of salt. 
Make a hole in the middle and mix siowly into this three tablespoonfuls 
of tepid water and a dessertspoonful of salad oil, Mix thoroughly, then 
add the stify whipped white of an egg. 


Cheese Pudding 
Grated cheese, 6 ozs. 
Breadcrumbs, 60zs. Miik, 4 pint. 
Batter, 2 ozs. Salt and pepper. 


MELT the butter in the milk over a gentle heat, then pour At over the 
breadcrumbs. Add the cheese and let it stand for a quarter-of-an-hour. 
Beat up the eggs with a pinch of salt and stir them into the mixture. Add 


a little pepper, turn into a greased fireproof dish and bake in a hot oven 
for about 40 minutes (No. 6).

Cheese Tartiets 
Grated cheese, 1 heaped tablespoonfual, 


2 eggs. 


Puff pastry. 
Cornflour, 1 teaspoonful. 2 eggs. 
Milk, 1 gill. Salt, pepper, cayenne. 

LINE some patty tins with puff paste and prick it well. Mix the corn- 
flour with the milk and stir over a gentile heat till it boils. Simmer for 
5 minutes; add the cheese and lightly beaten egg-yolks and season to 
taste. Whip the egg-whites to a stiff froth and fold them in lightiy. Half 
fill the patty tins with the mixture and bake in a rather quick oven for 15 
minutes. 
Cheese Biscuits 

Yolk of an egg. 
Butter, 2 ozs. halt, pepper, cayenne. 
Grated cheese, 2 ozs, Water. 

RUB the butter intO the flour; add the cheese and seasoning. Beat 
up the yolk of an egg with a tablespoonful of cold water: Stir it in, 
aiding more water if the mixture is too dry; but the paste should bea 
stiffone. Knead lightly, roll out thinly and cut into small rounds; prick 
with a fork and place on a greased tin, Bake in a moderate oven for 
8-10 minutes, or until lightly browned. 


Flour, 4 ozs. 


Swiss Cheese Tart 
Puff or flaky pastry, 4 /b. Batter, 4 oz. 
Grated cheese, 4 ozs. Two eggs. 
Cream, 4 gil. Falt and pepper. 

LINE a round shallow baking dish with pastry. Beat up the eggs 
lightly ; add the cheese, cream and melted butter, and season with salt 
and pepper. Pour the mixture over the pastry and bake in a quick oven 
for about 20 minutes, 


Risotto 


Grated cheese, 2 ozs. 
Water, 14 pints. Butter, 1 oz. 
Tomato puree, | gill, Salt and pepper. 

Put the water in a stewpan and bring to the boil. Sprinkle in the 
rice ; cover and boil for 30 minutes. Stir in the tomato purée, the butter 
and half the cheese; season with salf and pepper. Make very hot, 
Serve in a hot dish sprinkled with the remaining cheese,

Hot Tomato Cheese 
Butter, 1 oz. Lemon juice, 
Tomato sauce, 1 tablespoonful. Cayenne.

HOME ITEMS 
Pretty Feet for Toeless Sandals 


Don’t wait until summer is upon you to make your feet look attrac- 
tive. This summer will see a great vogue for toeless sandals and those 
coloured sandals which are almost. mules. But they are not meant to wear 
in your own room with a pretty dressing-gown. On the contrary. They 
have stout soles, and the fronts are cut high like jesters’ shoes. That 
is this year’s authentic fashion note. There is a strong cling strap to 
keep the sandals on your feet, and shod in them you may be conscious of 
the note of colour you. are lending to the landscape, For the sandals this

year are full of colour. and blue sandals, with a touch of white 
to make then seasonable, bright orange and green sandals, every vivid 
colour you ean thing of are fashionable. And you pick out the predommant 
shade and repeat it in your handbag, your gloves, your scarf, and perhaps 
your hat or the trimming on your hat. 

But these attractive sandals need prettey feet inside them, If you havo 
neglected them in the past now is the time to take the matter in 
‘hand. Soak your feet in a foot-bath into which seme of your favour.te 
bath salts has gone in rather more than usual proportions. Carefully 
‘‘ manicure ’’ your toe-nails, pressing back the cuticles, exactly as you 
do with the nails of your hands. Cut your nails round in the shape of 
your toes, and keep them quite short. If you decide to enamel your 
toe-nails in a bright shade, prepare them first. by carefully rubbing them 
with olive oil, filing them with a sandpaper file, and trimming them at 
the edges with a fine pair of scissors. Massage your feet, with olive oil and 
dust them over with tale powder. While you are preparing your feet 
for showing, be extra careful of them in the shoes you wear. Treat any 
corns you may have, and wear your stockings only for one day. Press 
back the cuticles of your toe-nails with an orange stick soaked in 


peroxide after you tub, and rub some skin food into your feet when you 
go to bed. 


An Easy Cleaning Hint 


When the collar of your navy blue suit looks whitish and dirty, try 
scrubbing it with glycerine and water, (The contact with your neck, on 
which there may often be both powder and cream, very quickly soils the 
inside of your coat.) Mix the glycerine and water in a saucer, dip a 
clean nail-brush in it, and brush the part that is required to be cleaned. 
You can safely do this once a week, if you wear your suit repeatedly, as 
glycerine does not take out the colour of the navy blue. It is equally 
effective with black materials, or any dark colour. 


Preventing the Moth Pest 


Moths will not appear in your cupboards and wardrobes later in the 
year, if you now produce an atmosphere in which it is impossible for 
their eggs to hatch ont. Buy some lump ammonia from the oil shop and 
some lumps of camphor from the chemist. Break up the ammonia with a 
hammer, make little packets of several small lumps of ammoma and 4 
piece of camphor, and place them in the drawers and on the shelves. 
It is a good plan to use old silk stockings into which the packets can be 
put, and the stockings hung in wardrobes and cupboards. Later on you 
will be quite surprised to see that the packets are quite empty. But 


the vapour you have generated will save your clothes from a destructive 
pest. 


In Your Garden 


If there is one compensation that Londoners have for the heavy soil 


that fills their gardens it is the manner in which roses flournsh. in it. 
For roses like clay soil. And if you have become quite disheartened in 
your attempts to grow vegetables, hke omions or carrots, or even to raise 
some of the more delicate flowers, you can always console yourself by 
providing a mass of colour and scent from your rose bushes. If you have 
small rose bushes, now is the time to cut them right down. Be careful 
to shape the bushes so that when the flowers begin to grow they will 
hang symmetrically. But the less foliage the tree has to feed and support, 
the more energy it will put into producing those lovely blooms to which 
you look forward so eagerly. Se do not,spare the bush, or you will spoil 
the rose.

‘The Edward, Prince of Wales’ Shie'd 
LONDON J.L B. DEFEATS MANCHESTER 


The final round in the Competition for the Edward, Prince of Wales’ 
Boxing Shield, open to all cadet units in England and organised by the 
British National Cadet Association, was held in Birmingham on Sunday 
last between the teams of the Ist London Battalion and the Manchester 
Battalion of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade.

Levinsky a Gallant Loser 


If he did nothing else in his fight with Jack Doyle at the Empure 
Pool, Wembley, last Tuesday night, King Levinsky at least showed that 
never-say-die spirit that characterises most Jewish boxers. He took 
enough punishment from Doyle to fell a dozen men and still ambled over 
for more. Levinsky is purely and simply a “‘ slugger ’’—tough, grim an 
seemingly impervious to the heaviest of ‘* haymakers *’—and Doyle joined 
him in twelve rounds of wild swings arid lunges, that didn’t seem to cause 
the Irishman any distress, but reduced the Jewish fighter to a pitiable 
condition as the end drew near. Doyle had the advantage in height. 
weight, reach and years, and many are of the opinion that despite the 
boosting from some quarters, he does not come out so well when it 's 
considered that he was defied for the knockout by an opponent who is. 
comparatively, an old man in ring experience. For there can be no doubt, 
but that Levinsky’s triumphal days are well past. 2 

With the Magen David sewn on his *‘ trunks,’’ the ‘‘ Kingfish 
sailed into Doyle with punches here, there, and everywhere, and continue:! 
the process with diminishing effect as the bout proceeded. Doyle did 
exactly the same thing, but with this difference—he maintained the 
force and tempo of his punches without interruption and gained a points 
victory, an ending that was unexpected, as all anticipated that the fight 
would not go the full distance. A young “ slugger’ kept it up longer 
than an old ‘un.’ That's all there is to it. 


The Younger Baer’s First Appearance 


Buddy Baer, the brother of Max, will make his first . pene in 
an Englhsh mng on Thursday next, at the Harringay arena, his opponen' 
being Jim Wilde, of Swansea. Baer is reputed to have a terrific punch.

Other men hurried to his assistance and 
they succeeded in digging cut a tiny human forta completely covered m 
inches of dirt. While the father rushed it in his arms to & custalty 
station, the news-reel commentator tronically remarked, “A skilful 
nirman has secured a direct hit.’ I think it is necessary to bear sach « 
degrading scene constantly in mind in any discussion of pecifiem and 
modern war. 

What has shamed me for so long is that the leading movement 
towards peace in this country is headed not by a dew bat by « Cristian 
and sponsored not by Jews bat mainly by Free Charchmen and Friends. 
At bo meetings that I have attended, nor in the columas of Pract NEWS. 
the official organ of the Peace Piedge Union, have I beard the support. 
or even the views, of our Jewish leaders on Pacifism. 

On his return from an Emergency Peace Campaign in the U.5.A.. Mr. 
George Lansbury stated that he was iopressed by the keen support given 
to the doctrine of Absolute Pacifism by dewish Rabbis throughout 
America, I feel very strongly that we Jews of Logland should make 
ourselves articulate on this question of Peace, the only real question of 
the moment. 

if, asking God's blessing, we boldly pronounced it as our view that 
War is contrary to our faith, and that we renounce it: if we expressed 
our conviction that another way of settling Man's disputes me? be found 
while there is yet time; if we gave this lead to the Churches of the 
country we would not lack followers. 

Englishmen of all denominations are waiting in their millions for ;ust 
such an ¢xample, and would be grateful to us for having forced the issuc. 
‘This, indeed, would be a real Recall to Religion, with a clear objective 
the permanent ontilawry of War. 

Jews would win back again their reputation as peace lovers, hastenin. 
the time when ** many nations shall come and say: Come and let us go 
up to the mountain of the Lord and to the house of the God of Jacob. and 
Iie will teach us of His Wars and we will walk in His Paths.

To the Editor of Tae Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sin,—As a Jew, and one of the earliest signatories of Canon H. Kt. bL. 
Sheppard's Peace Pledge, I regret that *‘ Watchman” did not reflect a 
greater awareness of what war to-day really means. 

Il saW a news-reel the other day which showed an actual air raid on 
a market-square in a Spanish town. A bomb had just been dropped and 
a4 man was seen frantically tearing at the ground with his hands in an 
attempt to extricate something. Other men hurried to hig assistance and 
they succeeded in digging out a tiny buman form completely covered in 
inches of dirt. While the father rushed it in his arms to a casualty 
station, the news-reel commentator ironically remarked, *'A_ skilful 
airman has secured a direct hit.’ I think it is necessary to béar such a 
degrading scene constantly in mind in any discussion of pacifism and 
modern war, 

What has shamed mec for so long is that the leading movement 
towards peace in this country is headed not by a Jew but by a Christian 
und sponsored not by Jews but mainly by Free Charchmen and Friends. 
\t no meetings that I have attended, nor in the columns of PEACE NEWs, 
the official organ of the Peace Piedge Union, have I beard the support, 
or even the views, of our Jewish leaders on Pacifism.

(;corge Lansbury stated that he was inpressed by the keen support given 
to the doctrine of Absolute VPacitism bv Jewish Rabbis throughout 
America, I feel very strongly that we Jews of Logland should make 
ourselves articulate on this question of Peace, the only real question of 
the moment.
